Canada and the United States, as 
the two major wheat exporting coun- 
tries nearest Europe and with a sur- 
plus of wheat, are now moving this 
bread grain overseas as rapidly as 
transportation and port capacity will 
permit. Six weeks before the end of 
the 1944-45 crop year on July 31, 
1945, Canada had exported nearly 
288 million bushels of wheat and 
wheat: flour.

crop year was about 630 million 
bushels, it now appears, states the 
Monthly Review of the Wheat Situa- 
tion, that year-end stocks will be be- 
tween 285 and 300 million bushels.

Making New Homes — 


Thousands Of Canada’s Fighting Men 
Are Staying In Britain 

The rather startling disclosure is 
made that more than 20,000 members 
of Canada’s armed forces have de- 
cided to remain in Britain. This 
estimate is' made by F. C. Phipps, 
organizing secretary of the Canadian 
Branch of the British Legion in Lon- 
don. The number is seven times 
greater than the number of Cana- 
dians ‘who decided to settle in Bri- 
tain after the first World War. 

Discussing the subject of the 20,000 
Canadians who will “stay on” in Bri- 
tain, the Globe and Mail ventures the 
view that most of them have decided 
to remain “for no other reason than a 
love of Britain.” That is as good a 
reason as any, and when it is con- 
sidered, it may not be far from being 
the right one. 


It is probable that many of the . 


20,000 are men who have spent the 
last three, four or five years of their 
lives’ mostly in England. Five, four 
and even three years is a large slice 
of the life of a young man in his 
twenties, as most of the servicemen 
are. It may be that they have be- 
come so used to the English way of 
life that they have decided to stick 
with it..

Science ‘And Peace 


DURING THE PAST CENTURY t there. has been great progress in the 
field of science and: invention, and this progress has profoundly influenced 
the course of history. In the realm of communications alone, modern in- 
ventions have so greatly shortened the distances between cities,’ nations 
and continents, that it has been necessary to revolutignize our ideas on 
trade and commerce, foreign relations and many other questions. Develop- 
ments in agriculture, medicine, electricity and other branches of science 
and engineering, have likewise had far-reaching effects on otr social and 
economic life. Mechanical and scientific knowledge are important in modern 
warfare and during the two. great wars which have been fought in this 
century, scientific progress has been greatly accelerated to meet the needs 
of the times. Much of the knowledge gained through intensive war research 
has peacetime uses, but of necessity much time and talent must be directed 
to creating forces of destruction.

It was they who introduced gas warfare during 
the First World War, and in the war just ended, it was they who inaugur- 
ated mass air attacks on cities, and the deadly “V” bombs. Since the end 
of the fighting in Europe, it has been revealed that had the war lasted 
a few months longer, other and even more destructive weapons might 
have been brought into use. German laboratories are now being systematic- 
ally destroyed, and if the Allied nations adhere to their present policy, 
German scientists will never again be in a position to produce for war. 
Only one hundred years ago, Germany was the acknowledged leader in the 
field of science, and students from all parts of the world went to study 
at the German universities. This leadership continued for over fifty years, 
and many of the outstanding scientists of this and other countries received 
their training there.

The section of the brief dealing 
with this phase of the subject reads 
as‘ follows: ‘ 


“The operations of Wartime Hous- 
ing Limited are confined to cities, 
and this is probably due to pressure 
on the part of city authorities. Sup- 


are to be available for rent to war 
veterans. 

“Actually, so far as the Prairies are 
concerned, somewhere near 65% of 
the personnel of the armed forces 
came from the. farms, villages, and 
towns, and presumably ‘will want to 
return to their home communities. 
What chances have they to provide 
themselves with homes, with no 
material available? Veterans who, 
want to build their own homes as 
they want them, and where they 
want them, should come high up in 
the order of priority. They come no- 
where today. 

“We suggest that the whole. ques- 
tion of ‘concentration of building in 
cities should be the subject of early 
study and review. Is it desirable to 
encourage more people ‘to live in 
cities? Should not the home builder 
on the farm, in the village and small 
town, be given at least an equal 


which to build a home? It is esti- 
mated that in the Prairie Provinces 
about 30% to 35% of the people live 
in the cities and about 65% to 70% 
live outside the cities. There appears 


Federal Government to neglect the 
Reeds of. those living outside the 
cities. In contrast, the Provincial 
Governments are:planning to make 
rural living more .comfortable and 
attractive by the extension of. elec- 
tric power and other amenities.” 

Pointing out that the only way -by 
which the building supply needs of 
the rural market can be serviced is 
through established retail channels, 
the brief concludes with a recom- 
mendation that the highest labor 
priority be given to manufacturers 
of all building materials in order to 
assure maximum production. A fur- 
ther recommendation is made that 
the present control of the distribution 
of all’ building materials be so 
arranged that a _ reasonable and 
steady volume of these materials will 
at all times be available to the gen- 
eral public.

OTTAWA. — Labor department 
officials said that current widespread 
labor shortages will continue during 
the weeks immediately ahead. 

At July 6, there were 128,000 jobs 
to be filled throughout Canada, with 
less than 50,000 applicants registered 
for employment, said the officials. 

Farm workers, skilled and un- 
skilled construction workers, lumber- 
jacks, miners, shipyard workers and 
women for textile, tobacco, clothing, 
food and rubber plants were in de- 
mand. : 


The seasonable July weather 
brought a demarid for farm workers. 
To meet the call for men to harvest 
the hay crop, some 2,000 western 
farmers were brought to Ontario 
during the last 10 days. The transfer 
of men from less urgent, low priority 
construction work to high priority 
construction work has done little as 
yet to relieve the acute manpower 
situation in the: building industry. 
However, the plan to release skilled 
building workers from the forces may 
ease the situation. 

Lower tonnage schedules in . col- 
lieries, base metal and “gold mines 
reflect the scarcity of manpower in 
the mining industry, said officials. 
Mining operators have little hope of 
obtaining additional help until men 
from war plants and the forces be- 
come available. 

Shipyard workers are needed on 
both the Atlantic and Pacific coasts. 
There is no. abatement in the de- 
mand for skilled workers for ship- 
building operations in Prince Rupert, 
Vancouver and Victoria. |

route, Viscount Swinton, minister of 
civil aviation, told a press confer- 
ence. 

He said agreement’ -had been 
reached regarding pooling on routes 
between the United Kingdom and 
South Africa, and the Commonwealth 
Air Transport coun¢éil meeting had 
also &pproved the principle of pool- 
ing on the United Kingdom-India 
and United Kingdom-Australia, New 
Zealand services. 

Both the minister and spokesmen 
from Canada and Australia expressed 
belief there would be pooling on the 
trans-Pacific service when.it started, 
with Canada operating one of the 
participating companies and the 
United Kingdom, Australia and New 
Zealand jointly operating the other. 

When all these: routes are func- 
tioning, the long-term dream of civil 
aviation pioneers for an “all-red”’ air 
route around the world will have 
been fulfilled—but it was emphasized 
this was impossible until the end of 
hostilities with Japan. 

Under the projected pooling sys- 
tem, revenue earned by the partici- 
pating countries: would be placed in 
a singlé fund and shared according 
to the frequency of service operated 
by each.
